During contacts source furnished no indication of 
an active LCN family in Springfield which would be indicated 
by regular meetings and contact with other LCN families. 

Both FRANK and TONY ZITO, however, háve on occasions ušed 
and made reference to certain terms familiar only to LCN member^ 

There is much. additional information of lead value 
which has been furnished by source which could not be explored 
until source was discontinued. These leads will be vigorously 
investigated to obtain additional insight into ZIT0's operation^ 
It is also pointed out that there are a number of tapes 
remaining at the Laboratory to be translated, therefore, a
